It soon became 
evident after the House bill came to the 
Senate, says the report, that no bill could 
pass that body which did not regard both 
the latter interests. The interests of the 
producers and refiners then, if the same 
came into conflict, the refiners favoring 
an ad valorem duty on raw sugar now 
embodied in the bill. The report says: 
“Tt appears by the 4 of Senator 
Vest that Senators Brice, Gorman, Smith, 
White and Cafferty, after said conference 
of Democratic Senators, came to the rooms 
of the Finance Committee in regard to 
the sugar schedule. Senator Vest testi- 
fied that Mr. Gorman urged a duty of 40

| fined. sugars as the proper schedule. This 


was opposed by the Senators from Louisi- 
ana, representing the producers, as against 
the refiners. Afterward the specific 
schedule was changed by the Finance 
Committee, and was reported as it no) 
stands, wtih a 40 per cent. ad valorem 
duty and one-eighth cent per pound dif- 
ferential. The report concludes: 

It is a matter of complete indifference 
to the trust that duties are levied upon 
sugar as long as the form is ad valorem 
and a sufficient differential is given in fa- 
vor of refined sugar.“ 

Speaking of the contribution to the cam- 
paign fund by the Sugar Trust, the report 
says: ‘‘The fact that it gives to both polit- 
‘cal parties is sufficient proof of the pur- 
pose of its contributions, and of their dan- 
gerous nature. For these reasons, the un- 
dersigned have felt it important to lay 
before the Senate and the country the fact 
that the sugar schedule as it now stands 
is, according to the testimony in the form 
desired by the trust and to point out also 
the methods by which the trust reached 
what is desired and obtained—a substan- 
tial victory.“ 

The supplemental report of Senator Allen 
of Nebraska, which was published some 
days ago, was submitted, and with it, the 
supplemental testimony taken by the com- 
mittee, kept secret heretofore. It contains 
the statements of Albert M. Seip, Emil G. 
Guilledean, Senators Camden, Smith and 
others. Seip said in his testimony that he 
was in the office of Carson and McCarthy 
of this city more or less, and that his 
purchases of sugar stock had been largely 
influenced by seeing Senators in the office, 
and by the talk that they were dealing in 
sugar stock. He said he had seen Senators 
Brice, Quay and Smith there frequently, 
but he had never seen either of them give 
an order for sugar stock.

The Chairman. Do vou recollect any 
transaction in sugar stock since the meet - 
ing of Congress?

I will 
not swear positively that I did buy a 
thousand shares, but rather have the im- 
pression in. my mind that at that time 1 
did. 

Senator Smith added that. a friend had 
asked him to buy something of him, and 
he gave an order for a thousand shares. 
He did not know whether it was sugar or 
not, but thought it was whisky. The ques- 
tion as to the purchase of sugar, which 
Senator Smith had answered by saying 
he had not purchased sugar, was repeated 
to him, and he said he was positive about 
that. The best of his recollection was that 
he had not, but he could not say whether 
the transaction was whisky or sugar—he 
never kept an account of his transactions. 
He had written to find out whether it was 
whisky or sugar, and expected an answer 
soon. This testimony was taken yesterday. 
This morning (August 2) Sénator Smith ap- 
peared before the committee and said he. 
had ascertained that he had not bought or 
sold any sugar during the pendency of the 
tariff bill in the Senate. 

Senator Camden, who was recalled, said 
the signature on the photograph of the al- 
leged order resembled his handwriting, and 
he would not swear it was not his, but he 
had no recollection of ever having written 
it, and had not given such an order. The 
body of the order looked less like his hand- 
writing than the signature.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 2.—The Exam- 
iner says this morning: An ex-convict 
nathed Isaac W. Bain is one of the pro- 
prietors of the Acme Marriage Bureau of 
San Francisco, at once an ingenious swin- 
dle and a very fruitful source of revenue: 
He was arrested yesterday afternoon for 
defrauding various people through the 
United States mails. 

„The principal place of business of the 
pretentious bureau is postoffice box No. 
2536 in this city, though Isaac Bain, un- 
der the name of J. W. Bain, advertises 
an office at No. 309 Grant avenue. The 
office address has been used merely as a 
subterfuge to aid in catching the foreign 
dupe. Though Bain has been sentenced 
by the United States courts for several 
offenses three times since 1890, he still 
had the effrontery to conduct the most 
colossal swindle he has ever been identi- 
fied with, and to make it yield him a 
large harvest under the very eyes of the 
government officials who caused his in- 
carceration for previous offenses. 

“Almost every mail from foreign coun- 
tries and from all parts of the Union 
brings Bain’s Acme Marriage Bureau a 
formidable stack of letters from men and 
women anxious to reach the hymeneal 
altar by the aid of his enterprise. 
large percentage of the letters contain 
money orders or drafts, for it costs $5 to 
join the institution, whose proprietor gives 
plausible guarantees“ to lead the appli- 
cants into a happy alliance. Bain ad- 
vertises in daily and weekly papers of 
wide circulation, and some of his most 


printed in The postoffice in- 
spectors have been investigating the busi- 
ness of the bureau for some days, during 
which time they have been in communi- 
cation with many victims, who have been 
long watching for the letters from pros- 
pective wives. 

“An inspector said yesterday: One of 
the most fruitful advertisements used by 
Balu refers to a Japanese girl, who has 
a large income, and who wants a white 
husband. Another one advertises a beau- 
tiful German girl with a fortune of $500,- 
000.° These advertisements alone have 
probably brought him a net income of 
$300 per month.“

NOT A CRIMINAL. | 


rhe Supreme Court Decides the Case of in 
County Clerk Hamilton.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 2.—The Supreme 
Court decided today that there is no crim- 
inal case against ex-County Clerk Hamiil- 
ton of San Diego county and therefore the. 


Hamilton was succeeded in office nearly 
two years ago by William Gannaway. He 
omitted to turn over some $4422 that was 
e gr to be public money. The Dis- 
trict Attorney filed an information against 
him and he was convicted and sentenced 
to San Quentin for two years. A new 
oe was denied and Hamilton appealed 
to the E Court. It appeared from 
the evidence that tne money which Hamil- 
ton failed to account for to Gannaway was 
received by him as deposits from litigants | 
to dover anticipated costs in cases pend- 
ing in the Supreme Court of San Diego 
county. 

It was contended that there was not 
any law which authorized Hamilton as 
County Clerk to demand or receive such 
deposits, and therefore, being illegally 
collected, no duty devolved upon him un- 
der the law to pay them to his successor 
in Office; that such money belonged to 
litigants and should, have been returned 
to them or, if received under color of 
office and not claimed by such Utigants, 
it should have been paid to the County 
Treasurer. 

The Supreme Court says: “Hamilton 
could not, under the information, have been 
convicted for a failure to pay these moneys 
to the County Treasurer for the reason 
that he was not charged in the informa- 
tion with any neglect or refusal so to do; 
there is no evidence of any such refusal, 
but, on the contrary, there is uncontra- 
dicted evidence in the record that the 
County Treasurer refused to receive the 
money on the ground that the fees had not 
mee, earned and did not belong to the 
ounty.’ 

Hamfiton will therefore be discharged 
from custody. As for the money, it be-

of game, whether procured within or with- 
out the State during close seasons, is con- 
stitutional. 

Simon Maier of Los Angeles Was ar- 
rested last December for selling a pound 
of meat cut from the carcass of a deer, 
which. he said came from Texas. He 
promptly appealed to the Supreme Cour 
for a writ of habeas corpus, on the ground 
that his arrest was unlawful. The Penal 
Code provides that every person in the | 
State of California who shall at any time 
sell or offer the hide or meat of any deer, 
elk; antelope or mountain sheep, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. Maier co 
tended that this provision of the statute, 
properly construed, does not prohibit the 
sale of deer-meat ‘lawfully taken without 
the State, but has reference solely to deer 
killed within the State; that the law is 
intended to protect game within the State, 
no to prohibit the importation and sale of 
game from other States. 

“With this contention,” the court said, 
“we are unable to agree. It is true the 
law is intended for the protection of game 


within the State but it by no means fol- 


lows from that fact that it is not the | 
intention, as a means to accomplish that 
very end, to prohibit the sale of the meat 
of animals procured elsewhere. The stat- 
ute is perfectly plain and unambiguous 
in its terms, and is sufficiently broad and 
comprehensive to include the inhibited 
article wheresoever taken or procured. . 
“The law denounces as unlawful the 
sale of meat of any deer, and we have no 
doubt that the Legislature intended ex- 
actly what its words import. Deer and 
other game have been slaughtered during 
the close season and foisted upon the 
market as game procured outside the 
State, and owing to the practical impossi- 
bility in the great majority of cases of 
proving with certainty the source from 
which it was procured, the attempted en- 
forcement of the statutes for its protec-. 
tion has largely proven abortive. These 
and like considerations no doubt actuated 
the Legislature in the premises and in- 
duced the enactment of the statute in its 
present stringent form. And we know 
of no good reason why it Should not de 
held to mean what it says.“

Four Hundred Santa Pe Employees Refuse 
to Answer Court Summonses.

KANSAS CITY, Aug. 2.—The most ex- 
traordinary action was taken at 1 
night's meeting of the A. R. U., at 
gentine, when 400 Santa Fe employees, 
who were recently summoned to appear 
before the United States Supreme Court 
at Topeka, flatly refused to obey the 
mandates of that court. 

During: the strike the strikers were 
served with copies of restraining orders 
from Judge Foster’s court at Topeka, en- 
joining them from trespassing or mo- 
lesting the company’s property. In ad- 
dition, they were notified to appear in 
person at the meeting of the .court at 
Topeka, August 6, and answer to the 
complaint against them. In the rush 
of work during the heat of the strike 
the men were unmindful of the summons. 
The near approach of the date caused 
a discussion in the A.R.U. meeting. Secre- 
tary McFarley was finally authorized to 
send the following letter to Judge Scar- 
itt of the United States Court at To- 
peka, and it was sent last night: 

“Sir: In behalf of myself and the men 
at this point, who have been served with 
returnable orders, made on the first week 
in August, I beg leave to say we are 
not conscious of having violated any law, 
and we do not feel justified in paying 
railroad fare to answer them in person, 
nor will we employ an attorney. If the 
decrees of the court can be invoked against 
us with no more justification than in the 
present case, then your boasted. justice 
and liberty is simply a jug-handled affair, 
and we will not attempt to resist it.

Stockholders Sue the the New York Times Pub- 


lishing Company.

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—A number of 
suits have been begun in the Supreme 


Court against the New York Times Pub- ; 


lishing Company, by stockholders of that 
corporation to set aside, their subscrip- 
tions for stock, on the ground that the 
subscriptions were obtained by fraudulent 
representations. In the suits filed the 
complainants allege that they were in- 
duced to subscribe to the stock of the 
company on the basis of bona fide sub- 
scriptions for a total of $950,000, and that 
the capitalization of the company w 
not to exceed these totals by more than 
$150,000. 

In one of the bills filed by Charles F. 
Watson, the allegation is made that the 
company was capitalized for $1,250,000, 
without he knowledge of the plaintiff, 
and that $250,000 of the stock was given 
to the promoters of the company without 
any money consideration being received 
therefor, the capital being thereby wa- 
tered to at least that amount, — that 
while the plaintiff and others subscribed 
for their stock in full, only one-half of 
the capital stock of the company has been 
officially reported as in good faith“ sub- 
scribed. “The plaintiffs also contend that 
before beginning these suits they de- 
manded four different times to be allowed 
to inspect the original subscriptions agree- 
ment, but the company refused to exhibit 
or to furnish a copy of it to the plaintiffs 
oc their attorneys. 

The narrative of the purchase of the 
Times by. the t owners is told in 
detail in tbe bill filed by Mr. Watson. 
He says that in 1893 he was induced to 
subscribe for $10,000 of the stock upon 
the representations already cited, and not 
until he had paid for his stock in full 
was he made aware that the capitaliza- 
tion had been increased to $1,250,000, and 
that the stock was subject to restrictions 
placed upon the transfer of the newspaper, 
although no such restrictions had been 
referred to in any of the statements made 
to him, and passed upon which he had 
paid for his stock. The plaintiff declares 
that he has made an effort to obtain a 
copy of the subscription paper or permis- 
sion to inspect it, but without result, and 
demands the return of his subscription. 
Th a similar complaint Richard Sibley de- 
mands the return of $50,000, paid by him 
for stock in the paper.

The Trial of Santo 3 at

The Asserts He is | 
His Actions—Incidents of Mis Early .

LYONS, Aug. 2.—(By Atlantic Cable.)

City Officials Looking into the Pranghise of 
the Company. 

The Sewer Committee of the City Coun- 
‘has arranged to have a conference at 
9 o'clock this morning with Messrs. Slau- 
son and Martz, representing the South 
Side Irrigation Company, regarding the 
furnishing to that company of sewage 
through Gan Pedro- street sewer. 

Quite a full statement of the case was 
published in The Times some two or three 
months ago. By a contract entered into 
between the city and the above-named 
company in 1885 the city is to deliver to 
the company at San Pedro street and the 
city line, for a period of eighteen years, 
the sewage flowing along the séwer on 
that street. By the terms of the fran- 
chise the compony is to maintain a suit- 
able conduit there southerly, so that 
the sewage will be carried to ‘where it 
is to be used, and do it in such a manner 
as nct to be offensive or deleterious to 
health. It id also provided in the fran- 
chise that the volume of sewatze thus de- 
livered to the company shall not be less 
than a certain amount, which amount is, 
and for some time has been, considerably 
exceeded. 

By the construction of the Maple-avenue 
district sewer the elevation of the sewage 
flowing along San Pedro street will be 
about nine feet less than it is at present, 
thus making it too low to run into the 
channel through which it is carried to 
where Ne company uses it for irrigation. 
In order to continue running the sewage 
into the company’s conduit it wil be nec- 
essary to construct a new sewer far enough 
northerly to reach an elevation at which 
the company may take it by g2avity. Such 
> pipe would have to be about o> mile 
in length, and its cost is estimated in the 
neighborhood of 35000. 

The important question, and it is one

8 to the terms ot the franchise, 
the city reserves the right to divert the 
sewage flowing in the San Pedro-streef 
sewer from it, provided the average flow 
at a point a few feet from Washington 
and San Pedro streets is not less than 
3.585 cubic feet per second, which volume 
reduced to miners’ inches is a little more 
than 150 miners’ ene 6 or one and one- 
half heads. 

One of the provisions of the franchise 
is that on certain specified dates the com- 
pany is to furnish a bond, and this the 
company has not done. The company, . 
however, appears to have disposed of the 
sewage in a very satisfactory manner, and 
especially so when, before the construc- 
tion of the outfall, the city was threat- 
ened with costly damage suits because of 
the sewage. Quite a- large territory has 
been placed under irrigation by the com- 
pany, and where a few years ago it was 
almost a desert there is now flourishing 
vegetation. 

Although there seems to be no legal 
obligation on the part of the city, for the 
reason the ge has not complied with 
all the terms ‘its franchise, yet it 
seems likely, in view of the facts, the 
company’s, claims will receive due con- 
sideration.

A dinner costs in this way from fifty to 
seventy-five cents and other meals in pro- 
portion, very good food and ‘service being 
had throughout Great Britain and Ireland 
at these prices. At these dinners and in 
the general conversation no introduction 
of one to the other, if strangers, is neces- 
sary, and all join in the general conversa- 
tion and story-telling—a trait common to 
the whole brotherhood of commercial trav- 
elers—be they found in London, New York 
or Kanfchatka.
